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JUDGE OR GOVERNMENT 


Decisions based on fright and ignorance, like the 
recent chloroform embargo; decisions rendered 
without just consideration of property rights, like 
T.D. 39154 on the narcotic export and import regu- 
lations under the Miller-Jones Act; decisions plac- 
ing unnecessary burdens and restrictions on legiti- 
mate business, like T.D. 3335 and some others that 
have been inspired by the Prohibition Director—all 
such decisions, and they are becoming more and 
more numerous, emphasize a dangerous tendency 
of Government interference with business. 

It is more and more the habit of Congress to 
pass laws having far-reaching effects without in- 
corporating in them proper definitions or adminis- 
trative clauses. The whole burden is lazily placed 
upon the shoulders of some Department, or Bureau, 
or Division. The result is that many important 
measures are both defined and administered by a 
small group of clerks. This is a serious perversion 
of the intent of the Constitution in our plan of 
government. 

This delegation of both legislative and judicial 
power to underlings of the Executive Departments 
is full of danger, beeause there is no prompt and 
ready method of appeal for an unbiased review of 
the facts and an impartial judgment upon many 
of their decisions. In the midst of. the wave of 
regulatory legislation of all sorts and conditions, 
a haven of safety should be found in the Courts. 
An act enabling an appeal to be made to the Circuit 
Courts, with the assurance of speedy review and 
fair judgment of these decisions, is fast becoming 
a dire necessity. 

Clerk-made decisions, often made in direct op- 
position to facts brought out at hearings and more 
often still made without proper opportunity for a 
hearing, and then enforced in rule-of-thumb man- 
ner that apparently aims to increase the difficulties 
rather than to simplify the administration of the 
law, are a poor method of securing the personal 
and property rights of American citizens. This is 
very decidedly a business into which Congress 
should look carefully and then act swiftly. The 
pharmaceutical branch of our drug and chemical 
industries could alone furnish all the proof needed 
to demonstrate the need of relief from this noxious 
form of Government interference with legitimate 
business. 





BOUQUETS AND BRICKBATS 


From time to time the publishers of ‘‘Vogue’’ 
print in that entertaining magazine a ‘‘house ad’’ 
that appeals to us strangely. It points out that 
they might feel complimented at the frequent, fla- 


grant borrowings from their pages. But they know 
that imitation is, after all, only the slavish flattery 
that laziness and incompetence pay to originality 
and energy. They are surfeited with such back- 
handed compliments. So are we. 

We appreciate more the frank praise of an old 
subscriber who says, a propos of our new style price 
quotations, that ‘‘Drua & CHEMICAL MaRKETs, 
during the past eight years, has made more im- 
provements in our market publejations than [| 
remember in twenty years in the trade.’’

4—A regular department giving the financial 
news and stock quotations of chemical and drug 
companies. 

5—A ‘‘consuming industries’’ department of the 
important news and new incorporations of com- 
panies in the big chemical and drug buying fields. 

Our subscriber concludes with some speculations 
as to how long it will be before all published drug 
and chemical quotations will follow the new style, 
first printed in our July 5, 1922 issue, giving the 
quantity, packing and position of all items. We 
have done some speculating on that score ourselves. 
But we are more optimistic, for our attorneys 
advise us that the discarding of the old blanket 
range quotation for one on definite quantities, to- 
gether with the detailed information on containers, 
is so fundamental a change, so radical an improve- 
ment that it can be protected by copyright. 

The borrowing of original ideas cannot always 
be so safeguarded: but why should we bewail our 
lot? A publication in the interests of a great in- 
dustry is inherently a service, and we smile and 
even rejoice if our energy and originality, in any 
way, serve drug and chemical interests better. Just 
so long as this publishing organization that pro- 
duces Drug & CHEemiIcAL MARKETS can ‘‘set the 
pace’’ why should we worry about who follows 
our lead, or where? 

And we have our compensations. For eight years, 
through war booms and reconstruction eras, the 
circulation of this paper has shown a steady and 
constant growth. That, so we conclude, must be 
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the final test of the success of our efforts to serve 
those who make, sell, and buy chemical and drug 
products. As Sam Bernard says in his curtain 
speeches, ‘‘We appreciate appreciation’’—of that 
tangible kind. 


NEGRO IN PATENT WOODPILE 


A compulsory working clause in our patent law 
was introduced into the last Congress by Senator 
Stanley at the instigation of Secretary of War 
Weeks. This bill provided for the compulsory 
working of all alien owned patents, but was allowed 
to die with the Congress into which it was intro- 
duced. Senator Stanley has introduced a substitute 
bill into the present Congress providing for the 
compulsory working of all patents. E. J. Prindle, 
representing the Federated Engineering Societies 
and the American Chemical Society, opposed this 
bill. The protest from the Chemical Society against 
this stand, as expressed by its committee on na- 
tional policy, was sufficiently definite to cause the 
resignation of Mr. Prindle as chairman of its patent 
committee. At the solicitation of the various engi- 
neering societies, Senator Stanley amended his bill 





‘to provide ‘‘That two years after the issuance of 


any United States patent—if it is shown that the 
invention covered by such patent is being worked 
in a substantial manner in a foreign country, and 
that the owner thereof has failed to work it in 
the United States, and has refused or refuses to 
grant licenses thereunder upon such reasonable 
terms as would make it practicable to practice the 
patent in the United States. ..,’’ U. S. Circuit 
Courts of Appeals may grant non-exclusive licenses 
to reputable applicants. 

Under this guise, compulsory working has been 
approved by the scientific societies without realiz- 
ing its full potentialities in unscrupulous hands. 
Many manufacturing businesses are necessarily 
protected by patents held for the purpose of pro- 
tecting others which are not worked for one reason 
or another. Ifa competitor of such a concern wants 
such a patent, and has been refused a license, 
all that is necessary to force the owner to grant 
a license on terms to be fixed by the courts, is to 
build and operate a plant for carrying out the 
patent in ‘‘a substantial manner’’ in some foreign 
country, say China, or Costa Rica, where it is not 
patented. Upon proof of such ‘‘substantial’’ oper- 
ation the court would be forced to grant the de- 
sired license. The assurance on which the scientific 
societies approved the amended bill was that it 
would affect 10 per cent or less of our patents which 
are now worked abroad. Perhaps that is true, but 
certainly it would not be impossible under the 
proposed bill to force a license under many most 
desirable patents. 





What ‘‘smells to high heaven’’ is not, as one 
daily business paper says, the moral and legal right 
of the Chemical Foundation to property owned by 
German citizens; but the ease and promptitude with 
which lawyers representing the German Dye Trust 
win the confidence of the Attorney General of the 
United States. This is crowning proof that our 
own dye industry needs ‘‘extraordinary protec- 
tion.’’

|The Editor's Correspondence 
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PATENT BILL LOOPHOLE 
Editor, Drug & CHEMICAL MARKETS: 

There seems to be a misapprehension concerning just 
what patents are affected by the Stanley Patent Bill 
(S. 3410 amended April 20th 1922). 

Briefly the bill states that, if two years after an 
American patent is issued the invention is being worked 
in a foreign country and not in this country, the in- 
ventor must grant a license at reasonable terms to any 
American who desires it. The terms and the general 
question are to be decided by a United States. District 
Court. 

It has been stated that the bill will affect only those 
patents for which there are corresponding foreign 
patents, and it is estimated that this includes only 19 
per cent of our patents. This is apparently not the 
case. The bill makes no mention of a foreign patent, 
but does state that the invention must be in the pro- 
cess of being worked in a foreign country. In other 
words, the bill applies to any American patent that is not 
being worked in this country, if for any reason at all 
it is being worked in a foreign country. Is there any 
reason why an American who wishes to seize an unused 
United States patent could not prevail on some one 
to work the invention in a foreign country, or do it him- 
self? The American invention would then be subject to 
the requirements of the Stanley Bill. The possibility is, 
therefore, that 75 per cent of our patents will be af- 
fected instead of 10 per cent. 

If this bill is passed and becomes a law we will have 
a general working clause with all of its disadvantages, 
added to our patent law. The chemical manufacturers of 
this country should realize this possibility before it is too 
late.

WRONG ON INSECTICIDES 
Editor, Druc & CHEMICAL. MARKETS: 

I have just noticed in the June 21st issue of the Druc 
& CHemicAL MarKeEtTs, on page 1444, an article headed, 
“Insecticide Makers Attack Embargo.” This article is 
a little misleading. The facts are, one of our members 
made a protest against the action of the Dye & Chemical 
Section of the Treasury Department, in refusing to grant 
import licenses on certain grades of Creosote and High 
Boiling Acids, on the grounds that sufficient supplies of 
these materials could be obtained in the United States at 
a fair price, which is not the case. On the other hand, 
Disinfectants and Cattle Dips made from these raw ma- 
terials are admitted without restriction, Disinfectants at 
a duty of only 15 per cent and Sheep Dip free. 

Such restrictions being placed on buying these ma- 
terials in the cheapest market puts the American manu- 
facturers at a serious disadvantage in meeting the com- 
petition of English or Continental manufacturers. If it 
is not too late, I wish you would make this correction in 
a future issue.

The Pros and Cons of This Method of Stabilizing Prices 


REATER §sstability in our 
chemical markets is vital 
to the future development of 
our chemical industry and to the 
success and prosperity of every 
man connected with the chemical 
business. It is also of essential con- 
cern to the great chemical consum- 
ing industries that produce textiles, 
paper, leather, rubber, metals, soap, 
and medicines. We all know this. 
We know too, that this stability 
can only come through a better 
balance between supply and de- 
mand and a certainty of price. 
‘Exchanges selling either securities 
or commodities do help very 
quickly and directly to strike a fair 
balance between supply and de- 
mand. Their promptly and openly 
published quotations do establish 
certainty as to price. Their much-

Several readers, remembering Her- 
bert Hoover’s advocacy of produce 
exchanges for.basic commodities and 
having read Charles E. Sholes’ argu- 
ments favoring the establishment of 
a central Chemical Exchange, believe 
that the article on “Prices and Sales 
Plans,” in our issue of July 5, slight- 
ed the exchange idea and assumed 
too easily that the future of chemical 
sales lies in branded, fixed priced, 
manufactured wares. Their questions 
—Would an exchange stabilize the 
chemical markets? Are chemicals 
suitable products for exchange trad- 
ing?—are very much to the point. 
Real leaders in the chemical indus- 
try are giving much thought to sales 
methods, for better marketing is 
essential in these times of over-pro- 
duction, to living profits. 


The practical experience of 
chemical makers and sellers and the 
theoretical study of the trained 
economist coincide in concluding 
against a Chemical Exchange. [t 
is truly remarkable that, taken as 2 
group, chemicals do not meet a 
single one of Professor Smith’s 
pre-requisites for exchangie trad- 
ing. 

Many chemicals can be stored 
and held almost indefinitely, but 
many cannot be so held without 
change or deterioration. The time 
element does often seriously enter 
into sales, amd the acid maker (to 


. pick out only one, but a very com- 


mon, telling example) who finds 
his storage tanks filling up is 
forced, willy-nilly to unload.

prices both in times of shortage and in periods, like 
the present, of over-production. Therefore, why not a 
Chemical Exchange? 

It is a natural question. It has beeneasked more than 
once and by experienced men of ability. It is worth 
consideration. 

The chemical trade has, up to date, always answered 
this question in the negative. If you ask most chemical 
manufacturers or chemical salesmen, or chemical deal- 
ers why they do not favor a Chemical Exchange, they 
reply, “It isn’t practical.” But it has never been tried, 
and it is, of course, possible that all the preponderance 
of practical experience might be mistaken. 

The real question is: Why is not a Chemical Ex- 
change practical? 

And the logical answer is found in the fact that 
chemicals are products that are not adaptable to the 
produce exchange method of trading. 

Five requisites for proper, successful exchange sale 
are pointed out by Professor Smith of the Department 
of Commerce, Birmingham (England) University in 
his book’ “Organized Produce Markets.” 

1—“The product must be sufficiently durable to 
enable stocks to be carried over for a reasonable time 
when the market is unduly depressed.” 

2—It must be a product that can be “numbered, 
weighed, or measured with accuracy obvious to all.” 

3—Its quality or grade should be capable of ready 
test yielding the same results when applied by trust- 
worthy officials at different times and different places. 

4—It must be dealt in in sufficient quantity and wiin 
sufficient frequency “to occupy large bodies of buyers 
and sellers.” 

5—Its price must fluctuate, “that is, the commodity 
must be one whose supply cannot be varied quickly by 
changes in the rate of production.” 

“Apart from securities,” so he concludes, “of the com- 
paratively few material things which satisfy all these 
conditions to the extent required for large-scale, organ- 
ized dealing (on exchanges) a certain number of agri- 
cultural products and, to a less degree, the metals 
complete the list.” 


ous and costly to stop and start. 
He must find a market and quickly. Many other 
chemicals are highly perishable: most chemicals, even 
if stored in elaborate and expensive containers, deterio- 
rate more or less, sooner or later. Hold-over of chem- 
icals is sometimes quite impossible and it always in- 
volves an extra and considerable charge for containers 
and storage with the interest involved in the non-pro- 
ductive form of overhead. 

Chemicals apparently meet the second and third con- 
ditions. They can be “counted” readily and they can 
be “graded” fairly. The great lack of standardization, 
both as to containers and grades, is, however, a great, 
practical obstacle that would have to be overcome. 
Uniformity of the unit sold is essential for quick, wide 
trading in exchanges, for there must be a fixed com- 
mon denominator of quantity as a basis of both offe:s 
and bids. This is not met when a drum of a given 
chemical may contain all the way from 100 to 300 
pounds of the material. Moreover, while any chem- 
ical may be analyzed and so graded, there are in many 
chemicals a very great multiplicity of grades, and a 
very slight difference in chemical content may make 
very great difference in the use to which the chemical 
may or may not be put. It was upon the rock of mul- 
tiplicity of grades that the New York Wool Exchange 
—organized in 1894 and abandoned in 1897—came tc 
grief, and the same factor has been the chief problem 
of the London Coal Exchange. 

“Otherwise expressed,” says Professor Smith, “the ie 
second and third conditions amount to the requirement 
that a commodity must be fungible, i. e. of such a kiad 
that one part or piece is as good as another, or at any 
rate that all parts or pieces will serve the purpose of the 
purchaser for use equally well...... This condition 
is perhaps the most essential of all.” And chemicals 
unfortunately do not ‘meet it, nor can they be made to 
meet it. Much can and undoubtedly will be done bet- 
ter to standardize and simplify both packings and 
grades, but when a fraction of one per cent of zinc in 
suifuric acid or minute quantities of iron in sulfate of 
alumina determine special grades demanded by con- 
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sumers, the grading process in chemicals is complicated 
beyond the scope of general exchange trading. 
Chemicals Are As Broad as Nation 


Chemicals enter into every industry and the chem- 
ical market is as broad as the nation and as deep as the 
total of our industrial activities; but the heavy chemicals 
are often restricted geographically by local conditions of 
demand and by freight rates. To market them by ex- 
change methods would mean the establishment of ex- 
changes in several points. New York could not serve 
the needs of New England or the Philadelphia district 
even. Half a dozen or more local exchanges would be 
necessary to sell locally, and it is extremely doubtful 
whether or not the volume of business, say in Chicago, 
Cleveland, St. Louis, Philadelphia, Boston, Kansas 
City, and similar points would be “sufficient to occupy 
large bodies of buyers and sellers.” 

Small, weak exchanges die of starvation or become 
“bucket shops,” and gambling in chemicals in local cen- 
ters would obviously not tend to stabilize our markets. 
. Nor would a big central exchange in New York be a 
solution. It has been suggested that such a central mar- 
ket place would be able to supply the country through 
dealers who would buy their supplies for resale to lo- 
cal consumers at the Exchange. This would mean all 
chemical prices would become spot N. Y. quotation, 
plus brokerage and freight. It is a pleasant prospect— 
for New York district makers and the brokers who 
would be members of the Exchange—but many factors 
are at work lessening, rather than increasing, the in- 
fluence of New York chemical prices. 

Such a plan ignores the chemicals manufactured and 
consumed in a local territory, which could never be 
sold, even on paper, in New York, and which are pro- 
duced in sufficient quantities to be quite independent of 
any price made in New York. Such a plan also ig- 
nores the necessity for spot stocks that must be carried 
to best serve local consuming needs. An Exchange in 
New York obviously cannot deal in the bulk of the 
country’s chemicals, and so could not control prices 
at distant points. To supply the New York market 
through an Exchange and the rest of the .Untited 
States by salesmen or through dealers is confusion 
worse confounded. It would complicate and it would 
not stabilize our chemical sales: 

No manufactured goods have ever been successfully 
sold on exchanges because they do not meet the fifth 
tequirement; namely, that supply must not be able to 
be varied quickly by increased or decreased production. 
The stocks or bonds of corporations or a year’s crop of 
wheat, cotton, or rubber do give a fixed maximum quan- 
tity for trading that cannot be quickly changed. Secu- 
rities are retired, capitalization is increased, larger or 
smaller crops may be harvested from season to season; 
but these changes are infrequent and their effect on 
supply is not quickly felt. This is very different in the 
case of manufactured articles. 

The spectilation, which désoouraged Scottish tron 
producers from’ supporting the Glasgow and Tees 
Stores and finally led to their abandonment, shows that 
even in iron, where it is not easy to vary production 
since a furnace once blown out is very expensive to re- 
start, this factor is against the exchange. In fact, 
since 1888, when the Berlin Bourse gave up its effort, 
begun‘in 1886, to trade in manufactured wares, no estab- 
lished exchange has ventured to extend its operations 
in this direction, Chemicals are manufactured goods, 


and while it is costly to vary the production of many, 
nevertheless none are so staple in this ,.respect as iron, 
and most are very much less so, 

These, then are the reasons why a Chemical Ex- 
change is not considered practical. 


The fault is not 
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with the exchange, but with the chemicals themselves, 
since they are not products that lend themselves to suc- 
cessful exchange trading. Those who are interested 
in studying the subject further can find much interest- 
ing matter in such standard works as Duncan’s “Mar- 
keting” (Appleton), E. Converse’s “Marketing Meth- 
ods” (Prentice-Hall) and especially in the recently pub- 
lished book quoted above, “Organized Product Mar- 
kets” (Longmans Green).

Chemical 
Exposition, include the Salesmen’s Association of the 
American Chemical Industry, the American Ceramic 
Society and the Technical Association of the Pulp and 
Paper Industry. Later announcements of the programs 
of these societies will be made. 





GERMAN POTASH VIA N. Y. CANAL 


Washington, D. C., July 12—On June 30 two barges 
arrived at Syracuse, New York, with 800 tons of potash 
imported from Germany, said to be the first German 
cargo ever carried on the New York State Barge Canal, 
according to the Canal Traffic Agent. 

The potash was loaded into barges at the Hoboken 
docks of the North German Lloyd Company and moved 
by way of the Hudson river to Waterford, thence via 
New York State Canal to Syracuse. Another consign- 
ment of 700 tons of potash is now reported to be load- 
ing.at Hoboken and it is claimed that a saving of $2.00 
per ton is made by the use of the Canal route.

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Criminal Action Against Foundation 


Garvan in Washington Before Federal Grand Jury in 
Answer to Subpoena in Criminal Action Instituted by 
Department of Justice—Surprise Expressed in ail 
Quarters—Statements Issued by Garvan and Depart- 
ment of Justice—Garvan Accuses Germans of In- 
fluence in Proceedings—Fate of American Dye In- 
dustry Rests on Ownership of Patents, Says Garvan— 
Department of Justice Accuses Garvan of Fraud in 
Sale of Patents to Foundation 
Washington, July 12—Francis P. Garvan, president 

of the Chemical Foundation, appeared in Washington 

before the Federal Grand Jury yesterday in answer to 

a subpoena. Hearings be- 

fore the jury are in ex- 

ecutive session and will 
not be made public until 
complete. 

Mr. Garvan was served 
with a subpoena in a 
criminal action instituted 
by the Department of Jus- 
tice instead of the. civil 
suit which he had been led 
to expect, and is at 


present defending the 
Foundation against this 
action. The formal de- 
mand of the Alien Pro- 
perty Custodian for the 
return of its patents to 





the government was not 
received by the Founda- 
tion until after the sub- 
poena had been served 
en its president to appear with the records of the com- 
pany. Before receiving the official notifications Mr. 
Garvan issued a statement accusing the German in- 
terests in this country of having misled President Hard- 
ing into bringing suit in order that the patents involved 
might be returned to their German owners to the det- 
riment of American industry. Following the issuance 
of this statement those accused issued statements deny- 
ing the entire accusation and a statement was issued by 
the Department of Justice stating its position. Mr. Gar- 
van replied at length to both of these statements deny- 
ing them in toto and stating clearly that he was pre- 
pared to defend his stand against all comers. These 
statements follow at length. 

“Francis P. Garvan, president of the Chemical Foun- 
dation, following repeated questions, issued the follow- 
ing statement July 7, before receiving the official com- 
munications of the Department of Justice on the action 
instituted against him and the foundation. 

“The first question asked is what justification I had 
for saying in my first statement: ‘This action was tak- 
en without any notice to the American organic chem- 
ical industry or to the Chemical Foundation or any 
of its officers or to, in fact, anyone equipped to speak 
for this essential American industry in peace and war. 
It has been begun, I am informed, after a full hearing 
of the representatives of the German Cartel, the Ger- 
man Dye Trust and the German Government without 
any American interest being given an opportunity to 
be heard in reply.’ 

“In answer thereto I desire to state: 

“1, Within about three weeks a commission, con- 
sisting of three German lawyers, Rudolph Oppenheim, 
Hans Wagner and Karl Holderman, representing the

German Cartel, which in, turn consists of all the or- 
ganic chemical industry of Germany, arrived in’ this 
country to perfect plans for the recovery of their con- 
trol in America of the organic chemical industry. On 
Saturday, June 24, a conference was held at the office 
of O’Gorman, Battle, Vandiver & Levy, No. 37 Wall 
Street, at which were present Mr: Vandiver and Mr. 
Levy, representing Herman A. Metz, the leading Ger- 
man importer and agent of the ‘I. G.,’ and several 
other lawyers representing the German Embassy and 
other German interests. It was there decided that a 
direct action by Germany or by the Cartel to upset the 
sale to the Foundation would be inexpedient, but that 
the most promising form of procedure would be to 
attempt to induce the United States Government to 
bring the action and to offer to the Government all 
possible German assistance. Accordingly, a committee 
was appointed consisting of Messrs. Oppenheim and 
Wagner, Vandiver and Levy to go to Washington and 
consult with the Department of Justice. 

“2. On Tuesday, June 27, this committee visited the 
Attorney General’s office and there placed before his 
assistants the German proposition and offered German 
assistance. Prior to that time neither the Chemical 
Foundation nor anyone in any way representing them 
nor anyone representing any part of the American or- 
ganic chemical industry had been asked any question 
in reference to the sale, and subsequent to the visit of 
the German representatives no request or opportunity 
was given any American interests to answer the Ger- 
man representations before the announcement of the 
intended demand was made. 

“The second question which has been continuously 
asked me is for what other sale in reference to patents 
will the Foundation case become a governing preced-: 
ent. In answer thereto, first, the sale of all wireless 
patents and plans to the United States Government 
‘for the nominal sum of $140,000.’ Germany had ob- 
tained the domination in this country through a patent 
system similar to the chemical patent system and to 
free the country from that control they were all sold 
to the Government for what, of course, is an inade- 
quate price if you consider the value to Germany of 
the control of the wireless news of the world. Second, 
some 5,700 German patents were selected by the army 
and navy as having been taken out by the Germans 
to control our freedom in waging war: These patents 
covered gun sights and countless other appliances and 
devices either used by our army or navy or which 
might be used in the future. Many of them had been 
infringed on by the army and navy in the winning of 
the war. The Alien Property Custodian turned over 
to the United States all the German rights and in- 
terests as between this Government and German in- 
terests to the navy for the nominal sum of $100,000. 
This transaction will also have to be upset. 

Dept. of Justice Statement 
D. C., July 10—The ‘Department of 
issued the following announce- 
foregoing statement made by Fran-

ment regarding the 
cis P. Garvan: 

“Officials of the Department of Justice today took 
cognizance of the statement issued yesterday by Fran- 
cis P. Garvan, former Alien Property Custodian, and 
now president of the Chemical Foundation, the return 
of whose patents, taken over from the Alien Property 
Custodian, the government has demanded. 

“Officials of the Department called attention to the 
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fact that the Chemical Foundation last week brought 
sixty-seven suits against the Treasurer of the United 
States to collect several hundred thousand dollars of 
royalties. which had been paid to that official on ac- 
count of the patents now held by the Chemical Foun- 
dation while they were in the trusteeship of the Alien 
Property Custodian. They pointed out, that while 
it was the duty of the administrative offices of the De- 
partment of Justice to defend these suits against the 
government of the United States, and that the decision 
to do so was reached in view of the fact that there 
was only one way to act in the best interest of the gov- 
ernment to adjudicate the whole question in the most 
practical and expeditious manner possible and save to 
the government and the litigants a great deal of un- 
necessary expense. Officials of the Department, it 
was said, believed that since the Chemical Foundation 
had indirectly attacked the original conveyance by the 
Alien Property Custodian, that sound legal principles 
required that in defense of these suits the original con- 
veyance, as well as every incidental step therein, should 
be set aside and the matter considered anew. 

“With respect to Mr. Garvan’s alleged explanation 
of his reason for saying previously that President 
Harding’s action last week in demanding the return 
of: these properties was taken without consideration 
of or notice to the Chemical Foundation, officials of 
the ‘Department today called attention to the fact that 
the Government had no notice that the Chemical 
Foundation would bring sixty-seven suits against the 
government only one week’ before the Statute of Lim- 
itations would run, a circumstance which might have 
been to the prejudice of fhe government. 

“It was also said by officials of the Department 
that representatives of the German Cartel, comprising 
the organic chemical industry of Germany, called at 
the Department of Justice recently relative to thirty- 
odd suits to be instituted by them against the govern- 
ment on behalf of their clients, but that they had ab- 
solutely nothing to do with any action of the Depart- 
ment against the Chemical Foundation. It was 
pointed out that the Department of Justice had been 
investigating the transaction betweenthe Alien Pro- 
perty Custodian and the Chemical Foundation for many 
months prior to the arrival of the German representa- 
tives, as Mr. Garvan and his associates well know, 
and prior to the action of the Chemical Foundation 
in precipitating an unexpected situation by bringing 
sixty-seven suits against the government involving a 
very large sum of money. 

Status of Patents 


“It was pointed out that the return of these patents 
to the Alien Property Custodian would in no sense 
benefit the former German owners or interests. The 
action taken by the government has been wholly in 
the interest of the government itself. The disposition 
of these patents after return to the Alien Property Cus- 
todian, as well as all enemy property held by him, 
must be determined by action of Congress.” 

Garvan’s Answer 


Following the receipt ofja subpoena calling upon him to 
appear with the books of his company before the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury in Washington on Tuesday, Mr. Gar- 
van issued the following statement to supplement 
those already issued and to comment on the statement 
issued Saturday by the Department of Justice. This 
statement in part follows. 

“Pursuant to its policy of secrecy and of represent- 
ing only German interests, the Attorney General’s 
office is planning to begin grand jury proceedings on 
Tuesday next. He has served a subpoena for the pro- 
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duction before the grand jury of all the books and 
papers. of the Chemical Foundation. 

“T assume that this action is taken either (1) to 
frighten us with a threat of indictment into a betrayal 
of our trust, or (2), realizing that their proposed civil 
litigation is baseless, they believe they can extricate 
themselves from the position in which the discovery 
of the influence of the Oppenheim commission has 
left them by imposing upon the grand jury and in- 
ducing it to file indictments which they will never 
dare bring to trial. They will neither frighten me 
nor anyone connected with the Chemical Foundation; 
and I have full trust that a grand jury of the citizens 
of Washington will insist that America be given a 
hearing before them as well as Germany. 


No Secrecy in Foundation 


“Why all this secrecy and star chamber proceed- 
ings? Why is not the report which deceived the Pres- 
ident made public? The \Chemical Foundation’s books 
and records have been open to the public at all times 
since its organization. We have offered to produce 
them, and have willingly appeared ourselves before 
five Congressional committees over a period of two 
years, and an exact transcript of those books, with 
every cent received and its source and every cent ex- 
pended and for what purpose, has now been spread 
for months upon the records of the Shortridge In- 
vestigation Committee. For days I was under oath 
on the witness stand before the Senate Committee, 
consisting of Senator Shortridge and Senator Ster- 
ling, and produced every record of the Chemical 
Foundation and offered to produce every person con- 
negted with it. Senator Shortridge, the chairman, 
again and again offered to allow anyone in the world 
to cross examine me, but not one of our detractors 
dared to accept the privilege. 

“The people in the Attorney General’s office who 
dare not sign the statement given out yesterday, and 
who have imposed upon the Attorney General and the 
President, did not dare appear there and cross-examine 
me; and, as Senator Shortridge himself has said, they 
have never been near him to obtain any glimmer of 
the truth, And why? 


Garvan Accuses Means 

“The only investigation made by the Department of 
Justice was initiated and has been under ithe direction 
of Gaston B. Means, Z-13, as he was known during 
the period when he served Germany under Captain 
Boy-Ed, up to the time that we went into the war, 
at a salary of $1,000 a week, and whose whole ser- 
vices in producing perjurious affidavits and assisting 
Germany in many dark ways were boastfully sworn 
to by him before the Overman German Activities 
Committee. 

“With that record public property he was made as- 
sistant chief of the Bureau of Investigation of the De- 
partment of Justice, and as such has been willing to 
serve at $8 a day in investigating all fancied injuries 
to his former employers. When this appointment was 
exposed by The ‘New York World’ he was apparently 
removed, but in reality he was only moved over to 
Room 506 in the Hotel Bellevue, next door to the 
Department of Justice, where he has continued in full 
control of this alleged investigation and others being 
conducted with a similar purpose. 


Names Cyril Bennett 
“His chief aid and source of information has been 
Cyril Bennett, of whom Herman A, Metz, the princi-

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American Caustic Soda In Demand Abroad 


Committee of American Chamber of Commerce In London Says 
Trade In Drugs and Fine Chemicals Suffered 
From The Recent Depression

SPECIAL report on the market for American drugs and chemicals in Great Britain has 
been made by a committee of the American Chamber of Commerce in London. 
mittee says: There is still a fairly steady trade in certain kinds of American drugs, particu- 


The com- 


larly crude drugs, in Great Britain, and also in certain heavy chemicals, such as caustic soda, but in 
fine chemicals the British market is chiefly catered for by goods of German, Swiss and, to a lesser 


degree, British manufacture. German competition at present is particularly severe. 


Helped by the 


depreciated exchange, German prices are so low that it is almost impossible for American or British 


manufacturers to compete with them. 


The Safeguarding of Industries Act has drastically af- 
fected British imports. This Act, originally conceived 
for the purpose of protecting a few essential key indus- 
tries, finally emerged containing a list of some 6,000 
chemical and other products, all subject to an import 
duty of 33 1/3 per cent. 

The general trade depression has also had its effect. 
Strange as it may seem, the trade in certain drugs may 
almost be classed as a luxury trade. For instance, the 
severe depression in the Lancashire cotton industry is 
said to have reacted to an almost unbelievable extent on 
the drug store trade. Normally the cotton operatives 
are large buyers of drug store products. 

Surplus stocks have affected the drug and chemical 
trade for some time, but is is believed now that these are 
almost used up or at any rate are so small as to be an 
almost negligible factor. The gift of the British Gov- 
ernment to the Russian Relief Fund of some thousands 
of pounds worth of surplus drugs is also expected to re- 
duce stocks still further. 

On the other hand, it is reported that as the result of 
recent liquidation large stocks of many drugs and chem- 
icals are making their appearance on the market. 


‘Market for Crude Drugs 


As regards crude drugs, Great Britain has always been 
dependent on America for supplies of a large number 
of important drugs which are only produced to any ex- 
tent in America. These drugs include: Cimicifuga root, 
gelsemium root, lobelia herb, podophyllum root, sas- 
safras root, serpentary root, slippery elm bark, wild 
cherry bark, starch, grindelia herb, sanguinaria root, 
euonymus bark, hamamelis bark, hamamelis leaves, 
resin, senega root, spigelia, hellebore root, cascara sa- 
grada bark, gossypium, hydrastis root, oil of pepper- 
mint. 

Some of these drugs are very important and cannot 
‘be replaced by supplies from elsewhere. In norma! 
times there is an extensive demand for them, and al- 
though the general trade depression has affected sales 
in some degree, it is safe to assume that, having regard 
to the world demand for such drugs, sales will again in- 
crease when trade revives. 

Many herbs cannot be grown successfully on an ex- 
tensive scale in the United States owing to climatic con- 
ditions and a lack of cheap labor. They can, however, 
be grown in Great Britain, and large herb farms are in 
existence in various parts of the country. 

Except for proprietary articles Great Britain is at 
present buying very few drugs from America. In fact, 
at the moment it is the other.way round. American 
houses in Great Britain are known to be buying largely 
for New York from Germany and in small quantities 
from Great Britain. 


‘Demand for Fine Chemicals 

As is well known, the fine chemical industry was al- 
ways, prior to 1914, in the hands of ‘German manufac- 
turers, both America and Great Britain being importing 
and not exporting countries. During the war and since, 
efforts have ‘been made in both these countries to build 
up a self-supporting fine chemical industry. 

While the war lasted, demands were very heavy and 
the new plants were kept going full speed. Now the 
demands of war have ceased, and in addition the normal 
demands in various countries are greatly reduced owing 
to economic conditions. Added to this is the competi- 
tion of the German industry which is again going 
strongly and is competing in the markets of the world 
on a very advantageous basis owing to the depreciated 
exchange. 

The result is that many new industries started in 
Great Britain have gone out of business and others are 
not paying, so that it is doubtful if they can continue 
much longer. 

It has been stated that American chemicals are not of 
first-class quality. While this may still be true in a 
few isolated cases it is believed that generally speaking 
American chemicals are thoroughly reliable. During the 
war, however, when American firms were experimenting 
with new chemicals and hurrying forward production in 
order to supply the Allies, many chemicals manufactured 
under such conditions were not up to the German 
standard, but it is understood that this has now been 
remedied. 

The efforts of both Great Britain and America are 
bent not so much on developing exports, but to supply 
enough for their own domestic needs and consequently 
of neither country can it be said that they have lost 
trade, since they never had it. 

British importers state, however, that there is no rea- 
son why American manufacturers should not eventually 
be able to compete with German manufacturers in cer- 
tain lines in the British market. For instance, methyl 
salicylate, which is largely used, is a chemical which 
America has manufactured for a long time, and it is be- 
lieved that the American product could easily compete 
with the German. 

Trade in Heavy Chemicals 


As regards heavy chemicals, some trade is still being 
done, as both Great Britain and ‘Germany are buying 
heavily from America. Caustic soda in particular is sell- 
ing extremely well. 

On the other hand, Great Britain is selling fairly large 
quantities of barium salts, prussiate of soda and phenol 
crystals to America. Trade is certainly moving both 
ways in certain standard lines. 

The depreciated German exchange, which makes it

possible to sell German products at very low prices, is 
serious for both British and American. manufacturers. 
As the Chairman of the British Dyestuffs Corporation 
recently pointed out in replying to the accusations of 
“monstrous prices” charged for British dyestuffs as com- 
pared to German prices, the difference in price is entirely 
a matter of depreciated currency, and when it is stated 
that British synthetic indigo costs 2s, a lb. as against 8d. 
a lb. for the German make, it should be remembered that 
the 8d. charged by Germany represents a normal 40s. 

So, too, with drugs and chemicals. The state of the 
German exchange is such that American houses in Great 
Britain freely assert that they can buy German drugs 
and chemicals, import them into Great Britain, pay both 
the reparation duty of 26 per cent. and the duty of 33 1/3 
per cent. imposed by the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 
and then sell the goods in New York at 25 per cent. un- 
der American prices. 

Some hope is derived from the fact that German manu- 
facturers are now quoting export prices in sterling and 
dollars instead of marks. This of course raises prices 
and tends to lessen the margin between British, Amer- 
ican and German prices. 

In some quarters it is believed that German drugs and 
chemicals are being deliberately sold in Great Britain un- 
der cost of production in order to regain pre-war trade, 
which was very large. This may not be true, but it is 
certain that British manufacturers are finding it difficult 
to keep their plants going in view of German prices. 

Safeguarding' of Industries Act 

The irony about this Act is that while it was specially 
aimed at German goods it has hit goods from other 
countries much harder. As one importer puts it, “in the 
state of the German exchange, they can simply walk 
through any Act unless it is absolute prohibition of im- 
ports.” 

While the Act certainly has hit American goods which 
were already hampered by the appreciated dollar ex- 
change, it is doubtful if it has conferred the benefit it 
was meant to confer on the British industry. 

The chief complaint regarding the chemical schedule is 
that numerous articles have been included which should 
not have been included. A case in point was that of san- 
tonine, which was originally scheduled as dutiable. 

Santonine is a medical preparation obtained from a 
herb grown only in South Russia and manufactured 
there, and, as the raw material is controlled by the 
Soviet ‘Government, is not likely to be ever manufac- 
tured in Great Britain. The result of a duty, therefore, 
was merely to raise the price of the article without any 
corresponding benefit to a British industry. 

An application to have it excluded from the schedule 
of dutiable goods was successful, and it has now been 
removed. 

The Government has stated that if it is believed that 
any article has been improperly included, application 
should be made for its removal. But British manufac- 
turers and importers state that this is a long, costly pro- 
cess, and in spite of complaints they refuse to move in 
the matter. 

The transhipment trade has also been badly hit by the 
Act. Before the war London was practically the clear- 
ing-house for the world in drugs and chemicals, but this 
is no longer so. It is true that goods for re-export can 
claim a rebate of the duty, but this is usually such a 
long, involved process that most firms prefer to ship 
direct. 


Effect of Trade Depression 
As is the case with most commodities, the market for 
American drugs and chemicals in Great Britain has 
been hit by the general trade depression. 
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But certain crude drugs will always sell in Great Bri- 
tain, as they can best be produced in America. Trade 
in tuiese drugs is still steady, though small at present. 

German competition is very fierce, and by reason of 
the depreciated exchange German products can easily 
undersell either British or American. In addition, 
the quality is of the best. 

The British Safeguarding of Industries Act has had a 
bad effect on American: imports and also on the tran- 
shipment trade. 

If it were not for the advantage of depreciated ex- 
change, it is believed that many American chemicals 
could compete easily in Great Britain with those of 
German manufacture. British production certainly has 
vastly improved both in quality and quantity and the 
exhibit of dyestuffs and chemicals at the British In- 
dustries Fair was said by many manufacturers to have 
been nothing less than “a revelation.” 

American manufacturers proposing to enter the Brit- 
ish market seriously and permanently are advised to 
take the matter up with the American Chamber of Com- 
merce in London. It stands to reason that the Cham- 
ber’s observations and contacts in these fields would be - 
of great help, and the Chamber is always ready to 
give the benefit of its experience on such problems.

From an informal lunch club to an organization with 
over two hundred members and a permanent home of 
its own in the heart of the downtown New York drug 
and chemical district, all within a year or so, is the 
history of the Druachem Club of New York, com- 
posed exclusively of members in the chemical, drug, 
essential oil, and allied trades. The recent acquisitioa 
of quarters at 160 Pearl street, New York, which have 
been refurnished and decorated by the club house com- 
mittee, under the direction of Ed Lewis, of Mallinck- 
rodts, marks the most recent step in the organization’s 
growth. George Huisking, of Chas. L. Huisking, Inc.. 
is president, and Frank McDonough, of McKesson & 
Robbins, is vice-president. 





The Meyer Bros. Drug Co. of St. Louis has sent a 
number of salesmen into the territory west of Pitts- 
burgh in motor trucks, each truck being equipped with 
radio phone for quick communication with the home 
office. 

American Dyewood Co. held the annual convention of 
its executive sales and production departments in New 
York on June 27 and 28. The convention closed with 
a banquet at the Hotel Commodore. 

F. W. Barker, Jr., has resigned from the National 
Aniline & Chemical Company, Inc., and has become as- 
sociated with The Kaumagraph Company, 209-219 West 
38th street, New’ York City. 

‘Certified consular invoices for parcel post packages 
sent to Peru will be necessary on and after June 26, 
1922, according to information furnished the Depart- 
ment of Commerce by the Peruvian Consul General in 
New York, Mr. Edwarde Higginson. The consular 
fee for certification is to be 2 per cent ad valorem. 

The Department of Agriculture reports the condi- 
tion of the cotton crop on June 25 as 71.2 per cent nor- 
mal. The acreage is estimated at 34,852,000 and the 
crop for this season at 11,065,000 bales. 

A fire of undetermined origin on June 29th attacked 
the building at 130 Second street, San Francisco, oc- 
cupied in part by the National Aniline & Chemical Co. 
and caused a heavy loss. Most of the loss was caused 
by water. 
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DAUGHERTY DENIES GERMAN INFLUENCE 


Washington, D. C., July 12—Attorney General 
Daugherty stated on Tuesday relative to the state- 
ments which have been made by Francis P. Garvan, 
President of the Chemical Foundation, that he has had 
no communication with any German interests or per- 
sons connected with the German interests nor had’ any 
one in the Department of Justice. He said that he feit 
quite sure that no Germans or persons connected with 
German interests had been in communication with the 
President on the subject of the dye patents whcih were 
transferred by the Alien Property Custodian to the 
Chemical Foundation. 

The Attorney General said that his Department is 
continuing to carry out the President’s instructions in 
the matter of having the dye patents returned and he 
said that there can be no doubt but that itthey will be 
returned either voluntarily or by legal procedure. The 
President and Congress, he said, will take care of every 
American interest in the matter. It is up to the Presi- 
dent and Congress if the patents are returned to do 
this. He stated further that when ithe bill of com- 
plaint is formally filed that he will undoubtedly make 
it public. He refused point blank to comment upon 
Mr. Means who has been mentioned by Mr. Garvan in 
his statements to the public press. 





MOSES OUT TO BEAT DYE LICENSE 

‘Washington, ‘\D. C., July 10—Senator Moses is pre- 
paring to play the leading role against the dye and 
chemical license feature of the tariff bill when it comes 
up for discussion this week. The champion of the New 
Hampshire textile interests stated that he would not 
leave Washington under any condition until the Senate 
adjourns, intending to wage a hot fight against the so- 
called “embargo.” 

In the matter of the President’s order to the Alien 
Property Custodian demanding return of seized patents 
.to the Government, by the Chemical Foundation, Sen- 
ator Moses said: “The President’s order rescinding the 
sale of the dye patents to the Chemical Foundation,” 
he said, “means we shall put an end to the sea of 
camouflage and sham of the whole: course of the dye 
controversy since December, 1919, maintained by dye 
people with brazen effrontery and an expense of mil- 
lions, through subornation of agencies wholly misled 
by propaganda. 





CHAS, F. CHIPMAN DEAD

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U. S. PRODUCES 65% WORLD’S TALC 


Falling Off in Production in 1921, 106,900 Tons Mined 
As Compared With 178,500 Tons in 1920—Mostly 
from New York and Vermont—Paint Industry Big- 
gest Consumer Using 23 Per Cent. 

Washington, D. C., July 10—The quantity of ground 
talc sold by producers in 1921 was 106,900 tons, valued 
at $1,181,000, as compared with 178,500 tons, valued at 
$2,143,000, in 1920. A canvass of the producers made to 
determine the quantity of talc consumed in 1921 by dif- 
ferent industries shows that the paper industry used 38 
per cent of the total and that the average value was 
about $10.60 a ton. Most of the supply was obtained 
from Vermont and New York. The paint industry, 
which requires a high grade of talc, used 23 per cent of 
the total. Nearly all the supply was obtained from New 
York, and the average value was about $14.10 a ton. 
The roofing industry consumed 18 per cent of the total 
and drew its supply almost entirely from Vermont. The 
requirements for talc used in this industry are not ex- 
acting, as is shown by the average value, which was 
only $8 a ton. The rubber industry used a large quan- 
tity of talc for filler and in 1921 consumed 9% per cent 
of the total. Vermont furnished most of the supply, 
which had an average value of about $9.50 a ton. The 
textile industry used about 4 per cent as a filler for cot- 
ton cloth. The average value was about $9.40 a ton. 
Only 2% per cent of the domestic output was used for 
toilet powder, the demand for talc for that use having 
been supplied largely by imported material. California 
supplied most of the demand for domestic talc for this 
purpose, and the average value was $18.60 a ton. The 
latest figures available show that in 1920 the United 
States furnished about 65 per cent of the world’s sup- 
ply and consumed about 68 per cent. 

The production of talc and soapstone in 1921 showed 
a great decline as compared with that in 1920. The 
quantity sold was the smallest since 1908 and was about 
40 per cent less than the average for the five preceding 
years, according to Edward Sampson, of the United 
States Geological Survey, Department of the Interior. 
The total quantity of talc and soapstone sold in 1921 was 
126,000 tons, valued at $1,821,000, as compared with 
211,000 tons, valued at $3,035,000 in 1920. This repre- 
sents a. decrease of 40 per cent in both quantity and 
value. Vermont, which since 1917 has been the largest 
producer, maintained its position by producing 38 per 
cent of the total quantity. New York produced 33 per 
cent of the quantity sold, but for the first time took 
second place in the value of its product. Virginia, which 
produced 14 per cent of the total, ranked next to New 
York in quantity, but for the first time led in the value 
of its output, owing to the fact that the soapstone in-* 
dustry in that State was not nearly so much affected 
as the ground talc industry, on which the other princi- 
pal producing States depend. 

The production and value by States was as follows: 
Vermont, 48,647 tons, $438,534; New York, 41,937 tons, 
$530,154; Virginia, 17,721 tons, $601,878; California, 8,233 
tons, $128,188; Pennsylvania and New Jersey, 7,205 tons, 
$76,912; North Carolina, 731 tons, $17,048; Georgia, 
Maryland, and Massachusetts, 1,959 tons, $28,737.

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CHEMICAL MAKERS BACK FOUNDATION 


The board of governors of the Synthetic Organic 
Chemital Manufacturers’ Association Tuesday, july 
11 adopted the following resolutions at a meeting in 
New York: 

“Whereas, The President of the United States has 
directed the Alien Property Custodian to demand of 
the Chemical Foundation the return of all patents, trade 
marks, etc., heretofore sold to the Chemical Founda- 
tion by special authority of Congress of the United 
States, which vested the power in the then chief execu- 
tive; and 

“Whereas, Such sale was made by the chief execu- 
tive and by the Congress in order to preserve to 
manufacturers who were citizens of the United States 
equal rights in said patents, trade marks, etc., and to 
protect the people of the United States against the 
domination by Germany of the important field of medi- 
cinals, dyestuffs and other organic chemicals; and 

“Whereas, The control of said patents, trade marks, 
etc., by the Chemical Foundation assures to all citi- 
zens of the United States the righi to licenses fo- the 
use of said patents, trade marks, etc., upon the same 
terms and conditions, and effectually prevents monop- 
oly: now, therefore, be it 
. “Resolved, That the (Synthetic Orgartic Chemical 
Manufacturers’ Association of the United States, 
through its board of governors expresses (1) its ap- 
preciation of tthe patriotism and forethought of those 
representatives of the Government and industry who 
conceived this plan; (2) Its entire confidence in the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the Chemical Foundation; 
(3) and records its appreciation of the personal sacri- 
fices of the Foundation’s president, Francis P. Garvan, 
who, at ithe solicitation of the founders of the organic 
chemical industry in the United States, accepted the 
presidency ot the Foundation at its inception and since 
that time, without remuneration, has administered dis- 
interestedly its affairs in behalf of the welfare of the 
people of the United States.” 





DYE IMPORTERS APPEAL TO CONSUMERS 
Washington, D. C., July 12—Senator Frelinghuysen 
of New Jersey introduced in the Congressional Record 
last week a circular letter, which he stated is being cir- 
culated by Kuttroff, Pickhardt & Company “to all dye 
manufacturers and dye users in New Jersey by the 
German importers.” The letter is as follows: 

“We beg to offer you our services for the importation 

of coal-tar dyes, including indanthrene and other vat 
edyes, manufactured by the Badische Anilin & Soda Fa- 
brik and by other makers. We have the assurance of 
the manufacturers that they will give prompt attention 
to our orders. The prices will be as low as can be 
made, and, we have every reason to believe, will be 
found satisfactory by you. 

“Tt is to be hoped that the embargo and license pro- 
visions which were eliminated from the tariff bill by 
the House of Representatives will not be put back. It 
is also to be hoped that these same provisions now in 
force under the terms of the emergency tariff bill will 
be repealed. The removal. of these restrictions on im- 
portations of coal-tar dyes would enable us to carry in 
stock all the dyes needed and to fill your orders 
promptly at current prices. It would permit us to 
bring in samples of new products as soon as they are 
put on the market, as well as to provide quantities suf- 
ficient for your practical trials. Thus you would be in 


a position to adopt improvements as quickly as the 
foreign dye consumer.”

WHEELER ASSURES CHEMISTS ON ALCOHOL 


Dr. Martin H. Ittner of. New York, Chairman of the 
Industrial Alcohol ‘Committee of the American Chem- 
ical Society, has announced that Wayne B. Wheeler 
of the Anti-Saloon League has assured him that the 
League will not attempt any new restrictions without 
first consulting the Society Alcohol Committee. 

Dr. Ittner said: “The Industrial Alcohol Committee 
believes in a literal interpretation of the 18th Amend- 
ment, also that no authority is conferred thereby to 
prohibit the manufacture, sale, transportation, importa- 
tion, or exportation of intoxicating liquors for other 
than beverage purposes. Pure alcohol and many al- 
cohol containing liquors even though intended exclu- 
sively for pharmaceutical or industrial purposes are 
nevertheless potentially beverages and no one can log- 
ically expect the Government to relinquish its hereto- 
fore undisputed authority to regulate the manufacture, 
distribution, etc., of these up to the actual moment 
when they may pass the lips as a beverage. The main 
thing that the Committee on Industrial Alcohol is in- 
terested in, and a thing that we are vitally interested in, 
is that there shall be no prohibition of alcohol either 
pure or in liquors where it is intended to be used for 
other than beverage purposes, i. e. for industrial and 
legitimate uses”

Stock of E. I. du Pont de Nemotirs & Co. advanced 
19 points, reaching 163, in a day and a“half.last week. 


The reason for the sharp rise is laid ‘tothe fact that = 


du’ Ponts own 7,628,137 jshares of General (Motors 
Corp. common stock. The latter has strengthened ma- 
terially during the first half of 1922. 

Regarding the sharp rise in du Pont stock, “Financial 
America” said: 

“The du Pont company is recognized as a progres- 
sive organization enjoying excellent management and 
the injection of du Pont tactics: and policies into the 
affairs of the General Motors Corporation, as well as 
the Morgan influence from a banking and business 
point of view, has been reflected conspicuously in the 
achievements attained over the past several months, 
Therefore, the advance in du Pont stock marketwise 
within the past week’ or so is the more easily explained, 
although there may be other special reasons for the 
rise about which nothing has yet been disclosed pub- 


-licly. On the basis of the assumption that the Gen- 


eral Motors Corporation may resume dividend distri- 
butions on its common stock, at the rate of say $1 a 
share, it would not be surprising to some if the du Pont 
stock eventually would command a much higher quota- 
tion than has yet been recorded for the issue. The 
fact that the issue advances so sharply in the face of a 
comparatively small volume of transactions, is interpre- 
ted as indicating that the floating supply of the issue 
is confined within extremely narrow limits. It will be 
recalled that only a short time ago a group of bankers 
offered a block of the stock which they had purchased 
from private holder, the price to the public at that time 
being 112% per share. Since that time, the issue ‘has 
experienced a steady advance to the prevailing levels.” 





The 40,000 shares cumulative convertible ‘Class A stock 
of the Commercial Solvents Corp., at $45 per share, was 
quickly sold. In the announcement of the corporation’s 
business, President P. G. Mumford said: “The company 
manufactures solvents, particularly Butanol (butyl alcohol) 
and other alcohol products, under the.

ALUMINUM MANUFACTURES, INC. 

President W. P. King, of Aluminum Manufactures, Inc., 
gave the following explanation of the plan of the company 
to accept the offer of the Aluminum Co. of America to 
lease the property of the Aluminum Manufactures for a 
term of 25 years:

during the remaining term of the lease, at $2 a share. 

“If the proposition of the Aluminum ‘Co. of America 
is not accepted, dividends on the preferred stock will 
have to be discontinued and dividends on the common stock 
will be remote at best. Shortly after formation in Nov., 
1919, it was found that the condition of Aluminum Castings 
Co., whose property and business were taken over by 
Aluminum Manufactures, Inc., was not as prosperous as 
supposed. During the first four months of 1920 the Alum- 
inum) Manufactures, Inc., lost more than $750,000. Drastic 
efforts to stop this loss resulted in a profit during the 
second: four months of 1920 of approximately $200,000. 

“At the close of this four months’ period, however, the 
general business depression set in and it was impossible 
for the company to operate profitably on the small amount 
of business obtainable, so that during the last four menths 
of 1920 the company lost approximately $160,000. Condi- 
tions were improved and the rate of loss cut down during 
1921, the loss for that year being slightly im excess of 
$250,000. During the first five months of the current

“Davison Sulphur & Phosphate Co.—We found it neces- 
sary to close down the Cuban, mine owing to the difficulty 
in getting the ore transported to the pier at Cienfuegos. 
A suit was brought in Cincinnati against the Cienfuegos, 
Palmira & Cruces Electric Ry. & Power Co. on an attach- 
ment of certain of their car equipment located there. A 
judgment has been given us against the railway company

company is pending and when it is accomplished and the 
property completed, our Cuban mine should produce the 
results we have always hoped for.

The acetic acid situation is clearing up and makers 
have advanced their prices all along the line. 

Sodium cyanide from importers is quite scarce but 
the reduction just made by the domestic makers has 
reduced demand for the imported to a great extent. 

“Will Calcium Arsenate Prove the Remedy for the 
Boll Weevil?” is the subject of a discussion in the 
June 29 issue of the “Manufacturer’s Record” by How- 
ard W. Armbruster of New York. 

The E. I. du Pont de Nemours Company has been 
awarded the contract by the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts of the Navy Department, Washington, D. C., 
for furnishing 6,000 lbs. of technical muriatic acid at 
$78, bids for which were opened on July 5. 

The British Sulfate of Ammonia Federation, Ltd., has 
set its price on neutral ammonium sulfate, free from 
lumps, at 116.3s per ton, basis 2534% ammonia.

The Pacific American Steamship Association, San

fumigation. The sulphur fumigation system has been 
a source of great annoyance to ship owners, owing to 
the necessity of removing bedding, furniture and food 
stuffs. The resumption of the cyanide fumigation will 
be done under Government supervision and the process 
will differ somewhat from the one used formerly.

AMEND LEAKAGE PROVISION ON ALCOHOL 


Washington, D. C., Fuly 11.—Treasury Decision 3366 
covering warehousing bonds and allowance for losses of 
distilled spirits has been issued by C. P. Smith, Acting 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue as follows: 

Treasury Decision 3352, approved June 17, 1922, is 
amended by the addition of the following sentence to 
the last paragraph thereof: 

Subject to the same conditions and limitations, pack- 
ages of spirits withdrawn prior to the expiration of 
the maximum leakage period provided for by Section 
50 of the Act of August 28, 1894, as amended, will, in 
addition to the allowance provided by said section, be 
entitled to an allowance of one gallon. 
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HEARING ON NEW BOND REQUIREMENTS 

Washington, D. C., July 11—A hearing will be held 
in the near future before the légal divisioff of th Pro- -: 
hibition Unit of the Treasury Department in connec- 
tion with the issuance of new bond requirements for . 
non-beverage. alcohol users. 

It will be remembered that a short time ago the 
Treasury Department issued a Treasury decision re- 
garding forfeiture bonds. [When the decision became 
public manufacturers using non-beverage alcohol filéd™ 
protests with the department. The department then 
decided to suspend the operation of the new order 
until September 1. 

Ih the meantime users of non- -beverage alcohol will 
be granted a hearing and.it is believed that so strong 
a case will be made before the department officials 
that a modified order will be made effective by Sep- 
tember 1. The reason for the strenuous protest by the 
manufacturers is that under the new-decision a prem- 
ium of greatly increased rates would have to be paid. 
The official date for the hearings have not been made 
public. 





CHEMICAL PAPERS AT PITTSBURGH

The lecture will include demonstrations 
of normal combustion and detonation in glass tubes, the 
suppression of detonation by the addition of certain chem- 
ical compounds, and demonstrations with an internal com- 
bustion engine motor containing quartz windows and ap- 
paratus for measuring radiation.

CENTAUR CO. WINS “CASTORIA” SUIT 

Montreal, Canada, July 10—The protracted suit of the 
Centaur Company against the, American ‘Druggists’ 
Syndicate over the right to use the name “Castoria” 
exclusively was finally decided by Chief Justice Archi- 
bald of the Superior Court on June 30th in favor of the 
Centaur Co. The first injunction granted two years 
ago against the American Druggists’ Syndicate, was 
made perpetual. The Centaur Co. claimed exclusive 
right to the use of the name as a trade-mark, registered 
in Canada’40 years ago. The American Druggists con- 
tended that there was no infringement, as the product 


‘had been previously patented in the United States and 


the patent had expired, and that “Castoria” was a gen- 
eric name of the product and not subject to copyright. 
The Court confirmed the decision of the lower courts 
and adjudged that the Centaur Co. had exclusive rights 
to the name “Castoria” by virtue of its registration in 
Canada asa trade-mark. 





The drug trade is speculating as to just what effect 
a crash in German finances will have on crude drug 
prices out of Hamburg. 

The Canadian Government has allotted $1,000 for 
investigation of medicinal plants of British Columbia. 
Tlie province is believed to be rich in medicinal growth. 
It has the only remaining supply of cascara in the 
world. { . 

Analyses of cinchona barks from various localities 
have shown quinine sulfate, as alkaloid, content of 
12% per cent from Java, 7 per cent from India, 6 per 
cent from Ceylon, and 1—2 per gent from South 
America. 

Macedonia is now successfully cultivating Spanish 
saffron on a large scale, much of which product comes 
to the American market. 

The employees of Sharp & Dohme, the manufactur- 
ing chemists of Baltimore, went on their annual outing 
on July 11 to Tolchester Beach, on the Eastern Shore 
of Maryland. The excursion was under the auspices of 
the Employes’ Relief Association. George Hoch and 
Charles Dietrich, assisted by a committee, had charge 
of the arrangements. 

The entire holdings of the Nordmont Chemical Com- 
pany, of Nordmont, Pa., have been purchased by State 
Senator Charles W. Sones, of Williamsport, Pa., and 
the plant, which turns out charcoal, wood alcohol and 
by-products, will be operated until about 4,000 cords 
of chemical wood have been exhausted. It wili then 
be dismantled and a saw mill erected to cut up the rest 
of the chemical wood for shipment to other establish- 
ments. There is 6,000 acres of timber, together with 
practically the entire village of Nordmont, involved in 
the deal. 

Frank Battle Dancy, who went to Baltimore twelve 
years ago to manage the branch in that city of the 
business of the F. S. Royster Guano Company, of 
Norfolk, having been before that time one of the 
founders of the Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company. 
died suddenly of heart trouble at his home there on 
July 1. He retired some years ago as manager of the 
F. S. Royster business and had devoted himself to his 
financial and other interests since then. He was 62 
years old and a native of Tarboro, N. C. The body 
was taken to Raleigh for burial. A wife, three sons and 
a daughter survive. 
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ASK CHANGE IN JAP OPIUM REGULATIONS 

Japanese producers of opium have asked the Govern- 
ment to change the present regulations which cover 
the buying of stocks by the Government. According to 
the Yakugyo Shuho of Tokyo, the opium manufacturers 
in the Mishima district in Osaka prefecture have pres- 
ented a petition to the Government asking for an alter- 
ation of the-regulations under which opium is bought up 
by the authorities. The petitioners say that with the 
stoppage of import of opium and morphine on the out- 
break of war the authorities encouraged the cultivation 
of poppy and the manufacture of opium. As the re- 


‘sult of strenuous efforts during the last six years opium 


and morphine have been placed on a self-supplying basis 
as far as the domestic requirements are concerned but 
in order to satisfy the demand in Formosa and Kwan- 
tung, the present output of opium must be greatly in- 
creased. This, the manufacturers say, however, is im- 
possible so long as the present method of buying is in 
force. According to the existing regulations no com- 
pensation is paid for opium under 3 per cent with the 
consequence that 100 kwamme of opium had to be 
thrown away last year as it failed to reach the 3 per 
cent standard. Under these circumstances, it is not 
surprising that the production ‘of opium should show a 
marked decrease for the present year. As the decline 
of percentage is caused by weather conditions over 
which the cultivators have no control it will be only 
fair for the authorities to pay a reasonable price even 
for opium of low percentage. 





BLAIR VICTORY IN DOVER RESIGNATION 

The reported resignation of Elmer Dover as Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury in charge of customs and in- 
ternal revenue, brings to a close the long fight between 
Dover and Frank Blair, Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. Blair’s insistence upon retaining efficient 
workers in his department irrespective of political faith, 
is the supposed basis for the difficulties. Dover’s resig- 
nation is looked upon as a victory for Blair, and as 
demonstrating the Jatter’s strength in the Treasury 
Department. 





The American Pharmaceutical Assn. will meet in 
Cleveland, August 14 to 19, at the Hotel Statler. 

According to official returns the Japanese imports of 
soda ash during April last amounted to 21,310,533 Ibs., 
valued at Y568,554 and that of caustic soda to 19,851,- 
200 Ibs. valued at Y468,524. The export of bleaching 
powder during the same month amounted to. 1,081,867 
Ibs. valued at Y145,360, while the export of caustic 
soda amounted to 49,867 Ibs., valued at Y5,916. The im- 
port of natural soda during the same month amounted 
to 4,064,267 Ibs. valued at Y83,745. 

The production of gum myrrh in the Red Sea dis- 
trict during the season which is just closing has been 
unusually good both in quality and in quantity, ac- 
cording to Consul C. M. P. Cross at Aden, Arabia. In 
spite of this, an excellent demand has forced the price 
up nearly to the level attained during the war, the pres= 
ent prices being 20 rupees per maund of 28 pounds for 
Somaliland gum and 18 rupees for Arabian gum. (The 
rupee is quoted at 3.45 to the dollar.) 

‘After two years of inactivity the wax market im 
Aden is again active under the stimulus of a brisk 
demand from Europe. The largest quantities of the 
best wax come from the Shankalla district of Abyssinia 
—one of the largest honey-producing regions. The 
Arabian wax, which comes from the Yemen, is inferior 
in quality and usually adulterated with a certain kind 
of fat to increase its weight. The Abyssinian wax comes 
in hard chunks and is usually pure,

CITRUS SOAP ANSWERS COMMISSION 

‘Washington, 'D. C., July 10—The Citrus Soap Com- 
pany of San Diego, Calif., in answer to a complaint 
filed by the Federal Trade Commission alleging price 
maintenance, sets forth that the Citrus Soap Company, 
named as respondent to the complaint, ceased to do 
business on June 1, 1920, and that its business was ac- 
quired by the present concern. The California com- 
pany admits that it maintains and enforces a schedule 
of uniform prices. 

The respondent asserts, however, that it has formed 
no organization among wholesale distributors to en- 
force price maintenance, in contravention of the Su- 
preme Court’s opinion in the Beech-Nut case, but that 
it has depended solely upon notices and word of mouth 
of its agents to all wholesale distributors of its refusal 
to sell goods to any such distributors who fail to sell 
at the list prices furnished.

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FIGHT FOR AMERICAN BUSINESS 


SEEN IN NEW COTY FACTORY HERE 


Well-known French Perfumer to Build Own Plant in 
New York—Move Likely to Avoid Heavy Tariff on 
Finished Goods—Completed Extracts Will Probably 
‘Be Brought In—Recent Big Demand for Coty Prod- 
ucts in U. S. 


The fact that F. S. Coty, the well-known Paris per- 
fumer, was in New York, making final plans for building 
a factory here, is heralded as a step to increase the 
firm’s American business, and to meet the strengthen- 
ing competition from domestic manufacturers of the 
higher grade perfumes and toilet goods. The new fac- 
tory is expected to give Coty an advantage in im- 
proved distributing facilities, as the extracts will un- 
doubtedly be imported as such to avoid the high duties 
on the finished perfumes, merely the packaging being 
done here. 

In Coty’s Paris newspaper, “Le Figaro,” which the 
perfumer bought recently, a page is given over entirely 
to American affairs, expressly for the purpose of improv- 
ing American-French relations. In discussing this feat- 
ure of his paper, M. Coty said: “I am certain that the 
greatest difficulty of our times is the lack of understand- 
ing between nations, and for the reason that nations do 
not understand each other perfectly grave errors take 
place which often have the most unhappy consequences 
as far as the destiny of these nations are concerned.” 

Coty is a ‘Corsican, a great-nephew of Capt. Spoturno, 
Napoleon’s aid-de-camp. He has political ambitions, par- 
ticularly desiring the senatorship from Corsica. Since 
1905, Coty is reported to have amassed a huge fortune 
owing to his phenomenal success in the perfume busi- 
ness.

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U. S. BIGGEST RUBBER CONSUMER 


The great increase in the production and use of rub- 
ber during and following the period of the war, is em- 
phasized in a report issued by the Trade Record of the 
Nationa! City Bank, of New York. In 1900 the rubber 
consumers were dependent on natural forests in South 
America for their supply. Since then rubber planta- 
tions in the Orient have been established and their pro- 
duction figures increase each year. In 1913 the world 
output was 108,000 tons. In !1921 the figures had 
jumped to 400,000 tons. The United States consumes 
about two-thirds of the supply, says the bulletin. Of 
the 4,800,000,000 pounds produced since 1913, over 
3,140,000,000 pounds were shipped to this country, an 
average of 65 per cent. The price has declined with 
the increased output, from $1 per pound in 1911 to 15c 
per pound at present. 





GROWING USE OF ARTIFICIAL SILK 


Interesting figures on the great increase in the con- 
sumption of artificial silk in the United States during 
the past ten years are given by Dr. George Rocker, 
chemical director of the Du Pont Fibersilk Company, in 
an article in the current issue of Du Pont Magazine, de- 
scribing the manufacture of this product. In 1912 some 
2,500,000 pounds of artificial silk were used in this 
country; in 1921 nearly 20,000,000 pounds were used. 
Dr. Rocker says: 

“Artificial silk began to be used in the United 
States, in quantity, about 1910. By 1912, the imports 
from Europe had reached one and one-half million 
pounds and by 1914, two and three-quarter million 
pounds. The domestic production had increased from 
almost nothing in 1910 to over one million pounds in 
1912 and to two and one-half million pounds in 1914. 
The war caused importations to fall to about three 
hundred thousand pounds a year, but the domestic pro- 
duction was increased so that by the end of the war it 
amounted to over six million pounds. Since then the 
combined domestic production and importations have 
steadily increased to a figure which for 1921 was nearly 
twenty million pounds or about fifty per cent as much 
as the total consumption of natural silk for the same 
year.”

NO VANILLA BEANS IN VERA CRUZ 


Next Year’s Crop of 'Mexican Beans Roughly Esti- 
mated at 70,000 pounds—New Crop Will Consist 
Mostly of Small Beans 


Vera Cruz, July 1—There is no change in the vanilla 
bean market. Nothing left and not a pound offered 
for sale. One third of the Mexican vanilla crop for this 
year was cured by one firm and they have only 1800 
pounds of the whole beans. This large shrinkage was 
due to the beans being cut before they were fully 
ripened. It is thought that the next years crop of 
vanilla beans will be about 70,000 pounds of the whole 
beans, but this is not ‘an estimate that can be taken 
officially, as it is impossible to make an estimate at the 
present time. The rains this year have been very late 


and up to the present time limited. The rainy season 


usually begins in May and lasts until October. The 
rain fall is the heaviest and most frequent during the 
night time, and is in the form of heavy showers, then 
clearing up bright and sunny. On account of the rainy 
season being so late this year the vanilla beans are 
small in size and have commenced to ripen, due to the 
extreme hot weather of the past months. These ripened 
beans will fall and the only hope for the next years 
crop are the flowers that bloom in May and June. It 
is safe to say that the next years crop will be small, 
compared with the crops of the past years. 

‘Many planters are enlarging their plantations, due to 
the prevailing high prices, but this will not affect the 
next year’s crop, as it takes three years before the 
vanilla vine begins to yield after planting. 

The following are the exports from this port during 
the month of June, 1922. Vanilla beans 16,764 pounds, 
Chicle 18,261, Sarsaparilla root, 18,389 pounds, Jalap 
root 6,944 pounds, Canaigre root, 2,015 pounds. 





The annual production of lemons in Sicily is about 
8,000,000 ‘boxes, each containing 300 or 360 lembns.

tel, testified before the Shortridge (Committee that 

although not in his employ he was loaning him mon- 

ey with no expectation of getting it back. I warn 

certain men in the Department of Justice against the 

danger of denying these facts. 

“This is the only type of investigation that has been 
carried on. No one has been near the Chemical Foun- 
dation, I repeat—no one has been near anyone inter- 
ested in the upbuilding of the American chemical in- 
dustry so essential to our commercial prosperity, our 
national defense and our medical progress. 

“The only answer by the Attorney General’s office 
is in a statement issued yesterday afternoon, unsigned 
and unsponsored by any specific individual. Each 
paragraph in that statement is a falsehood. For in- 
stance: 

“(1) They say that this sudden action was taken 
because of certain suits filed by the Chemical Foun- 
dation with only a week’s interval for the govern- 
ment to prepare. They conceal from the people the 
fact that on its letterhead, and dated May 23, the gov- 
ernment was notified by full and fair letter by the 
Chemical Foundation warning them of the expiration 
of the statute of limitations and telling them of the 
intention of the Chemical Foundation to make the 
claims. 

“(2) They know full well that these suits which are 
made the excuse for the sudden action have no in- 
terest whatever for the United States government. 
They are not against the government. The Treasurer 
simply holds a fund under section 10 of the trading 
with the enemy act, and they are brought within the 
provisions of that act, simply to decide what propor- 
tion of that fund belongs ‘to Germany and what pro- 


portion belongs to American citizens or American cor- 
porations. 


Explains Royalty Suits 

“Again they state that the Foundation is claiming 
royalties under the patents while they were in the 
trusteeship of the Aien’ Property Custodian. Our 
suits only apply to the royalties accruing subsequent to 
the time when the Alien Property Custodian had part- 
ed with all his right, title and interest to such patents. 

“(3) The next paragraph states that the Chemical 
Foundation had indirectly attacked the original con- 
veyance of the Alien Property Custodian. Does any 
one believe that the Chemical Foundation has brought 
suit to attack’ its own title? These cases are nothing 
but accounting suits specifically provided for by sec- 
tion 10 of the trading with the enemy act. 

“One last falsehood I wish to answer in the anony- 
mous statement issued yesterday. It stated: ‘It was 
pointed out that the return of these patents to the 
Alien Property Custodian would in no sense benefit 
their former German owners or interests.’ This state-

No one has ever suggested, so far 
as I know, that it was the intention of the government 
to keep this German property beyond the day when 
they had satisfied the claims of injured Americans.”
